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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I as shown in Figures 1-4 embodiments. 
Species II as shown in figures 5-6 embodiments. 
Species III as shown in Figures 7-8 embodiments. 

2. The species are independent or distinct because the first species is directed to a 
mountable securing device with a toothed strap 14 having saw type tooth and a spring 
loaded pawl 16. The second species is directed to a mountable securing device with a 
continuous strap 24 and the third species is directed to a mountable securing device 
with hook 32. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims appear to be generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
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of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

3. During a telephone conversation with applicant Mr. Nick Semitka on January 18, 
2006 a provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of 
species I, claims 1-4, 6 and 8. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in 
replying to this Office action. Claims 5 and 7 are withdrawn from further consideration 
by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Oath/Declaration 

4. Applicant is reminded of the Notice of Informal application which was mailed 
August 13, 2004 requesting a new oath or declaration. No response has been received 
to date. 

The oath doest does not identify the mailing address of each inventor. A mailing 
address is an address at which an inventor customarily receives his or her mail 
and may be either a home or business address. The mailing address should 
include the ZIP Code designation.

It does not identify the city and either state or foreign country of residence of 
each inventor.

Claim Objections 

5. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
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are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
There are 2 claims numbered with 1 . 

Misnumbered claim 1- 7 has been renumbered 1-8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Shears (3,137,952). Shears '952 discloses a mountable securing device for fastening 
footwear, comprising: at least two opposing surfaces on said footwear, whereby each 
surface having a plurality of openings (lacing holes 2), said openings having a front and 
back surface; a pair of fastening assemblies having a housing member (nut member 6) 
and an engaging device (screw member 7); a base (stretchable strap 5) having at least 
two complementary openings to said footwear surface opening; said base having a 
securing means (buckles 8); said housing member adapted to complementary fit to the 
back of said footwear surface opening; and said engaging device adapted to 
complementary fit to said front surface of said footwear surface opening; whereby when 
said housing member engages said engaging device said securing means of said base 
is enabled fastening said footwear. See Figures 1-3 embodiments. 
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8. Claims 1 -4, 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Brown et al. (5,526,585). Brown 585 discloses a mountable securing device for 
fastening footwear, comprising: at least two opposing surfaces on said footwear, 
whereby each surface having a plurality of openings (eyelets C2), said openings having 
a front and back surface; a pair of fastening assemblies having a housing member 
(fastener structure 18) and an engaging device (peg-like structure 16); a base (buckle- 
like structure 14 with threaded hole, see column 4, lines 50-52) having at least two 
complementary openings to said footwear surface opening; said base having a securing 
means (strap-like substructure 30 & holder substructure 32); said housing member 
adapted to complementary fit to the back of said footwear surface opening; and said 
engaging device adapted to complementary fit to said front surface of said footwear 
surface opening; whereby when said housing member engages said engaging device 
said securing means of said base is enabled fastening said footwear. See Figures 1-7 
embodiments. 

With respect to claim 8, note the locking member (strap-like substructure 30) 
pivotally connected between said footwear surfaces. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Shown are mountable securing devices analogous to applicant's 
instant invention.
